There the 
19 per cent reduction in the price of all 
meats, announced by the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Co., has gone into immediate effect, 
according to a telegram to the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The Cudahy Packing Co., Omaha's hig 
ineat concern and one 9° the “Big Five’’ 
ot the Packers’ Trust, announcpd the re- 
duction, to apply immediately to retail 
trade and to all grades of meat. 


Packer Expects General Decline. 

Following the announcement, Edward 
A. Cudahy, head of the company, said 
he believed there would be an immedi- 
ate decline in prices all along the line 
of produce and staple supplies. 

“General business expansion,’’ said he,

must be a halt. We have been buyin:

Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Crippled 
in Storm Two and a Half Days 
Out of New York.

PLYMOUTH, England, Oct. 29.—The 
North German Lloyd steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse, from New York 
Oct. 22, for Bremen, by way of Ply- 
mouth and Cherbourg, arrived here to- 
day and reported the loss of her rud- 
der -shen she was two and a half days 
out from New York, while a fierce storm 
was raging. 

She steamed the rest of the distance to 
Piymouth, 1750 miles, steered by her pro- 
pellers alone.

| SAVE THE QUAIL. 


From the Fort Worth Telegram. 

There is neither silly sentiment or a 
cheap theatric appeal to sympathy in 
the following little story from the De- 
catur News: 

“James Burbank was in the city Sat- 
urday. He lives over the line. One day 
last winter he shot four quails and his 
children in cleaning them found in their 
claws great wads of dead chinch bugs. 
They soaked one wad out and found 389 
bugs, besides a lot of othér insects in- 
jurious to the crops. And this is why 
Mr. Burbank will never again willingly 
kill a quail. This is what he said to 
the reporter Saturday: 

“There is neither sport nor profit in 
shooting one’s best friend—the farmer's 
best friend. Not enough meat In one 
quail to pay for the powder and shot, 
anyhow; and no fun whatever in hunt- 
ing them. As a sport the shooting of 
quail is exactly equal to going about 
the farm killing your horses and cows 
and other helpless animals; but it’s 
lunacy.’ ’’ 

The quail is a domestic bird as much 
as cats and dogs are domestic animals. 
Were the quail migratory like the ducks 
and geese and their occasional visits 
only depredatory, there might be some 
excuse for classing them as game. But 
instead of this the quail lives on the 





bird, an early riser, a hard worker and 
in the evening, when it gets too dark to 
catch insects, he does not object to sit- 
ting on a fence rail and whistling a 
merry serenade for the enjoyment of 
anybody who may care to hear. Were 
it not that the quail, when flushed, 
rises better than most birds for the 
man who likes to shoot on the wing, 
people would ltave stopped killing quail 
long ago. And now, since it has been 
learned how useful the quail is, the an- 
nual slaughter could be very well end- 


ed.

WATER WASTED BY THE MILLION GALLONS. | 


ILLIONS of gallons of artesian water are going to waste every day in 
M Indiana. Over a million gallons a day are wasted in a single county. 

The amount of water thus drawn from the underground reservoirs and 
unutilized in Madison County alone is sufficient to supply a city of 10,000 inhabi- 
tants. In only a few places is this water put to use. The farmers do not seem 
to realize that a hydraulic ram or a windmill placed on a flowing well will 
raise a large portion of the water to their houses on the hills above. Immense 
volumes of good water are therefore suffered to waste, and in this way the 
“head,” or height of water in the wells, or the height to which it rises above the 
surface, has been lowere. several feet. Many wells that once vielded copious 
and strong flows have ceased to flow entirely. By this means, also, the ground- 
water level in this region in ten vears has been lowered over ten feet.
